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SBA STANDSREADY TO ASSIST NEBRASKA VICTIMSOF THE SEVERE
STORMS, TORNADOESAND FLOODING THAT BEGAN MAY 22

SACRAMENTO - Low-interest disaster loans are now available to Nebraska residents and businesses
as a result of Presdent Bush's Federal disaster declaration, Jovita Carranza, Acting Administrator of
theU. S. Small Business Administration, announced.

The declaration covers the Nebraska counties of Buffalo, Butler, Colfax, Dawson, Douglas, Gage,
Hamilton, Jefferson, Kearney, Platte, Richardson, Sarpy and Saunders as a result of the severe
storms, tornadoes and flooding that began May 22.

“We look forward to working with the State of Nebraska to make our loans available to homeowners,
renters and businesses of all sizes affected by the severe storms, tornadoes and flooding,” said Acting
Adminigtrator Carranza. “We will be swift in our effortsto help Nebraska disaster victims rebuild their
homes and businesses. Once loca recovery facilities are identified in the declared areas, SBA officias
will provide one-on-one assi stance to disaster loan gpplicants,” she continued.

Disagter loans up to $200,000 are available to homeowners to repair or replace damaged or destroyed
red estate. Homeowners and renters are digible for up to $40,000 to repair or replace damaged or
destroyed persona property.

Businesses of any size and private non-profit organizations may borrow up to $1.5 million to repair or
replace damaged or destroyed red estate, machinery and equipment, inventory, and other business
assts. SBA can dso lend additional funds to homeowners and businesses to help with the cost of
making improvements that protect, prevent or minimize the same type of disaster damage from
occurring in the future.

For small businesses only, SBA offers Economic Injury Disaster Loans (EIDLS) to help meet working
capital needs caused by the disaster. EIDL assstance is available regardiess of whether the business
suffered any property damage.

Interest rates can be as low as 2.687 percent for homeowners and renters and 4 percent for businesses
with terms up to 30 years. Loan amounts and terms are set by SBA and are based upon each
applicant’ sfinancid condition.

To be congdered for dl forms of disaster assstance, victims should first cal the Federd Emergency
Management Agency (FEMA) a (800) 621-3362. Additional details and the location of assistance
centers can be obtained by contacting the SBA Customer Service Center at (800) 659-2955 or
disastercustomerservice@sbagov. The filing deadline to return applications for property damage is
August 19, 2008. The EIDL deadlineis M arch 20, 2009.
